Natural Gas Rates To Elba Officials Take Office, Make 


Increase This Month Appointment 


Southeast Alabama Gas Dis- 
trict customers will pay higher 
rates after October 20, as a 
result of a series of increases 
in the cost of the natural gas 
the District distributes. 

The rate adjustment must 
be made, according to Manager 
R. J. Smith, because the Gas 
District’s supplier, Southern 
Natural Gas Co., has increased 
the price it charges the Dis- 
trict eight times since October 
16, 1975. 

Effective date for domestic 
gas customers is October 20, 
and for certain industrial cus- 
tomers, November 1. An ad- 


vertisement giving details on’ 


the new rates will be published 
in area newspapers next week, 
Smith said. 

“We have really fought this 
thing,” Smith said, “and have 
absorbed increases through 
July which totaled almost 20 
cents per thousand, and we 
must adjust our rates upward.”

Thelma Clark, of Elba. 

Mrs. Clark recalled there 
was a post office on the front 
porch run by her father, Mr. 
Joshua Marion Folsom, and 
a mail slot cut in the side of 
the house for people to drop 
letters in at night. The Fol- 
som family lived in the house 
for 15-20 years. Mr. Fol- 
som moved his family to Elba 
in 1909 when elected Tax Col- 
lector of Coffee County, and 
Mrs. Clark remembers riding 
the wagon to the depot in New 
Brockton, and taking the train 
to their new home in Elba. 

During the ride out to the 
home, Gov. Folsom, relivedold 
memories with his brother, 
Bob.

(Mr. Tindol) parent’s house, 
and- getting ready to go home, 
Well, Pa would get ready togo, 
and when we got up he'd say 
“Y'all cometoseeus. Claude's 
mother would say “Y'all 
Come,” and before you know , 
it we'd be sitting down again 
talking.” 


Gov. Folsom said that was 
the first time he can remem- 
ber hearing somebody say 
“Y'all Come," but added it 
fit his campaign so well he 
just always used it! 

Big Jim told several 
amusing tales during the ride 
back, and commented on the 
current courthouse controver- 
sy in Coffee County.

Leaving the paved 
roads, I had a feeling of going 
back in time as I drove down 
the graveled lane leading to 
the farm. 

Eddy and his children were 
having a watermelon from their 
patch when we arrived. The 
women went inside to visit and 
Eddy said, “Let’s go see the 
lake.” 

The backwaters of a large 
man-made lake rise within a 
couple of miles of Eddy’s farm 
and the road is almost all down- 
hill as it drops toward the 
riverbed. 

No one was around when 
we reached the river except a 
man and his wife who were 
standing near a boat in the 
water. They told us they were 
waiting for a friend to bring 
a four-wheel drive vehicle, and 
we didn’t wait long.

Set-Aside Of Cropland 


decision for continued unre- 
stricted production is based on 
the continuing strong export 
demand for grain, particularly 
for livestock feeding, soybeans 
and cotton. Under, the 1973 
Farm act, farmers have been 
given freedom to shift crops 
without restrictive acreage al- 
lotments. The Secretary said 
that farmers like the freedom 
for decision-making that exists 
under current programs. In 
view of projected large sup- 
plies of wheat in 1977, many 
wheat farmers are now making 
hard decisions in regard’ to 
better alternatives to planting 
wheat, comments by committee 
members indicate. On August 
23 the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture announced an ac- 
celerated program for new 
public law 480 wheat export 
agreements for the next fiscal 
year beginning October 1 and 
that greater emphasis wouldbe 
placed on wheat in the com- 
modity credit corporation 
short term export credit pro- 
gram in the new fiscal year. 
In 1977 as in the present 
year, producers may substitute’ 
any non-conserving crop (ex- 
cept marketing quota crops) 
or any conserving crop (in- 
cluding approved volunteer 
cover) used for hay or for graz- 
ing in order to preserve their 


wheat, feed grain or cotton 
allotments. 


Next year will be the fourth 
consecutive year for the feed 
grain and wheat programs and 
the fifth for the upland cotton 
program in which no set-aside 
was required. About 40 million 
acres of cropland have been 
brought back into production 
since 1972,

CATTLE OUTLOOK 

Dan Linton, our marketing 
specialist at Auburn Univer- 
sity, talked to me this week 
and said, “I don’t see how a 
person could fail to make 
money on lightweight cattle on 
good grazing through the winter 
and spring. Good lightweight 
calves can be bought for 35- 
40¢ a pound, and we would ex- 
pect these heavier cattle to 
sell for 45¢ or above late next 
spring when they come off the 
grass.” 

The big factor affecting our 
price of calves in our part of 
the country is the faci that 
feedlots are not feeding cattle 
as they weretwo or three years 
ago. However, there is a posi- 
tive side to the demand for 
feeder cattle this fall. In many 
areas large supplies of silage 
are available and second a 
large feedlot capacity. A lot of 
these feedlots are set up so 
that they cannot go for long per- 
iods of time at low capacity. 

On the negative side the de- 
mand for feeder cattle may be 
lessened because of losses on 
fed cattle. Another factor is 
relatively high feed prices and 
low fed cattle prices at the pre- 
sent time and earlier this year. 


PEANUT OUTLOOK 

Don McKnight, who works at 
the Federal - State Inspection 
Office in Dothan, told me that 
they expect the peanut crop to 
be off 25% this year. At the 
close of the week they had 
graded about 157,000 tons. Ac- 
tually, this is about the same 
amount they had graded last 
year at this time. However, 
McKnight pointed out that there 
was still a lot of peanuts on 
top of the ground and a good 
many that had not been plowed 


Even a 25% decrease over 
last year is certainly not dis- 
astrous because last year was 
a record crop. Perhaps the 
yields this time won’t be over 
10-15% below what it would be 
ordinarily. Considering the 
fact that July and August were 
extremely dry in many areas, 
I think we are fortunate to 


harvest the amount that is being 
harvested. 


4-H LEADERS 

Did you know that 36 leaders 
have volunteered just in Elba 
alone to help Extension agents 
Dan Presley and Sandra Coffey 
with the 4-H Club program 
this year. Over 100 have vol- 
unteered county wide. They are 
Signing up for the whole year’s 
activity.

HABITS 

Someone said, “The chains 
of habit are generally too small 
to be felt until they are too 
strong to be broken.” I saw 
that quotation and was reminded 
that many hundreds of Coffee 
County farmers are inthe hab- 
it of waiting until after Christ- 
mas to soil test and they wait 
until February to test for nem- 
atodes. The habit built up over 
a number of years of not looking 
after lime needs until a few 
weeks before planting is still 
with us: This is one of the 
habits that is costing growers 
money in Coffee County. 

If hogs were going to sell 
for 45¢ on Monday and 40¢ on 
Tuesday, most folks would 
make a real effort to get the 
hogs to market on Monday-- 
because extra profits are in- 
volved. The same is true in 
soil testing and nematode test- 
ing. These jobs ‘need to be done 
when they will most benefit the 
farners,

Anyone who meets the fol- 
lowing requirements is eligible 
to vote in these farmer com- 
mittee elections; any individual 
of legal voting age with an in- 
terest in a farm as owner; 
tenant, or sharecropper whois 
eligible to participate in any 
ASCS program. 

Persons not of legal voting 
age who supervise and conduct 
farming operations on anentire 
farm are also eligible to vote 
in ASC elections. No persons 
can be denied the right to vote 
because of race, sex, color, 
religion or national origin. 


Several general provisions 
relate to ASC voter eligibility. 
A wife who operates a farm with 
her husband can vote if her 
name is on the deed of convey- 
ance. Any person under 18 
years of age cap vote if he 
runs a farm, and a legal guard- 
jan who runs a farm for a 
child can vote for the child. 


A person may cast a ballot 
in any county in which he is an 
eligible ASC voter, but he or 
she cannot vote in more than 
one community in the county. 
If an eligible voter has separ- 
ate farm interests in more than 
one community in the same 
county, special care will be 
taken to see that only one bal- 
lot is issued to that voter.

Food Stamp Policy 
Explained in Report 


About 4.4 million households 
or 6 per cent of the estimated 
71.4 million U.S. households 
purchased food stamps in July 
1975, according to a new re- 
port from the Bureau of the 
Census, 

This figure represents a 42 
per cent increase over the 3.1 
million households receiving 
food stamps in May 1973. 

Sixty per cent of the families 
had annual incomes below 
$4,000, while 5 per cent had 
incomes of $10,000 or more, 
The report points out that since 
a household's eligibility to buy 
food stamps is based on month- 
ly income, a household may 
have a relatively large annual 
income, but if its income for a 
month is below the maximum 
eligibility levels, it may qualify 
to purchase food stamps.

IMMUNIZATION 

October means crisp fall 
nights, football--and National 
Immunization Action Month. 
This is a nationwide ‘drive to 
have all children protected 
against seven preventable 
childhood diseases-- polio, 
measles, rubella, mumps, 
diphtheria, tetanus and whoop- 
ing cough. Children who aren’t 
immunized against these ill- 
nesses face a needless risk of 
illness and possibly serious 
complications. 

I urge parents to check 
their family health records to 
make sure that their children 
have received all their immun- 
izations. If your records aren't 
complete or if you have any 
questions, call your doctor or 
local health department. If your 
children have missed any ofthe 
recommended immunizations, 
see that they get them as soon 
as possible. 

Children should be immunized 
early in life so they aren’t 
at risk any longer than neces- 
Sary. The Center for Disease 
Control of the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
recommends that immuniza- 
tions against polio and the 
combination vaccine against 
diphtheria, tetanus and per- 
tussis (DPT) be started at 
about two months of age. The 
immunizations against mea- 
sles, mumps and rubella can 
be given togehter or separ- 
ately shortly after age one. 

Don’t overlook older child- 
ren. Outbreaks of these dis- 
eases have occurred in junior 
and senior high schools, Ad- 
olescents who are still sus- 
ceptible to these illnesses 
should be immunized, too. 


JEANS 

Denin jeans are a staple 
of many people’s wardrobes. 
But, what do you do with jeans 
when they get just too old to 
wear? There are many crea- 
tions you can whip up from an 
old pair of jeans, using some 
Scissors, a needle and some 
thread.

Establish an eating schedule 
- children respond better to 
food if they eat at about the 
same time every day. 

Remember that children’s 
appetites - like adults’ - vary 
from time to time. Children 
usually let you know how much 
they wantto eat. Andthe amount 
differs from time to time so 
don’t worry about changes \in 
how much food is eaten. 

Introduce one new food at a 
time. If your children won't 
eat a new food on the first go- 
round, don't push it. Include 
the food again later with fav- 
orite foods, It may take a little 
time for them to accept some- 
thing new. 

Make meal time a happy 
time. Children will eat better 
if meals are pleasant. The 
dinner table is not the place 
to settle family arguments or to 
scold your children for wrong- 
doing. 

And remember, children 
learn by example. Children eat 
what they see older members of 
the family eating. So don't 
make an issue of good eating 
habits: practice them yourself 
and your children will soon 
learn,

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Hospital Adds New Equipment 


Elba General Hospital is 
progressing by leaps and 
bounds. Within the last month 
two additions have been made 
to the Respiratory Therapy 
Department that will hopefully 
increase the quality of med- 
ical care offered to the com- 
munity. — 

One addition is that of an 
Arterial Blood Gas Analyzer. 
This sophisticated instrument 
is capable of supplying accu- 
rate measurements of the 
amounts of oxygen and carbon 
dioxide in the blood, as well 
as other important data, all 
of which is an important diag- 


nostic tool for the physician. 

The second addition is that 
of a new department head for 
Respiratory Therapy. Mr. 
Noel D. Falls took over de- 
partment responsibilities on 
September 27, 1976, and has 
been working in close con- 
junction with the doctors and 
nursing staff at Elba General 
to assure that quality respira- 
tory care can be offered to 
the patients. Mr . Falls is 
thoroughly trained in the field 
of respiratory therapy, andcan 
supply all therapeutic mea- 
sures ordered by the physi- 
cians for their patients.

told the commissioners the 
possibility of his bill passing 
looked good. Holley said, “I 
watched with amusement the 
actions the Commission took 
concerning the jail and court- 
house, and I hope my bill has 
opened a new prospective.” 

Holley’s bill will put the 
matter of moving the county 
seat to New Brockton before 
the people ina special election. 

Probate Judge James 
Sawyer added “in view of Mr. 
Holley’s bill, I think we (the 
commission) need to recon- 
sider the situation concerning 
applying for funds to build a 
new jail in Elba.” Continuing, 
Sawyer said, “I can’t see build- 
ing two new jails when it is 
possible the courthouse might 
be moved to New Brockton. If 
we build a new jail in Enter- 
prise and Elba, and the County 
seat is moved to New Brock- 
ton, then we must turn around 


and construct a jail in New 
Brockton.”

Beckham agreed with Sawyer, 
and asked “Is there any way we 
can change the application for 
the jail grant to read Coffee 
County and not Elba?”

The Elba City Council met 
again this week, for the 
express purpose of ‘‘getting 
some things out of the way.”’ 
The meeting was held on Mon- 
day night rather than Tuesday 
because the Water and Elec- 
tric Board had a Tuesday 
meeting..

The meeting was opened 
with a prayer by Councilman 
John W. Sharpless. Police 
Chief Johnston gave a year- 
end report on the activities 
of his department. He re- 
ported a considerable de- 
crease in crimes locally and 
a very high rate of solving:

During the report the coun- 
cil voted to invite the direct- 
or of the state work-release 
program to explain his opera- 
tion to the new city officials.

Bill McGuire appeared be- 
fore the council and suggest- 
ed that the City plan to help 
each year with the expenses 
of the girls representing Elba 
as Miss Elba in the National 
Peanut Festival. He was told 
that it was not a City of Elba 
affair; but two councilmen 
were appointed to look into 
the matter. Councilman 
Sharpless and Jimmy Wise 
were assigned to the com- 
Inittee. 

Charles Jackson asked for 
immediate relief on a drain- 
age problem in the area of 
his florist. He said heavy 
rains cause flooding in his 
building. He proposed the 
cleaning of a drainage ditch. 
Mayor Bob Folsom appointed

Light Bill Increase Voted 


A rate increase of about 
25% has been added to the 
Elba electric bills, effective 
with the November Ist billing. 
This action was taken last 
Thursday night by the Water 
and Electric Board, after be- 
ing informed by Alabama Elec- 
tric of the immediate increase 
in the wholesale rate of 37%. 

The vote on the action was 
unanimous by the local board 
after they were told by con- 


chitect for the proposed Elba 
jail, spoke up and answered 
Mr. Beckham’s question by 
Saying, “There is a require- 
ment in the application that it 
include a deed for the ‘speci- 
fic’ construction site.”
